It is stated that the first of these stamps will probably appear in December and the others in rapid succession thereafter.

course and waiting for four o’clock. 
George welcomed us with open arms and 
gave us credit for being a good excuse 
to desert the office for a few minutes 
in which we communed with a gentle- 
man by the name of “Tom Collins.” We 
could especially recommend the ones we 
met for they were long and tall, very 
thin and filled with cracked ice that 
went a long ways toward making one 
forget the excessive heat that afternoon. 


While we would have had plenty of 
time to reach Kenmore this same day, 
we had our mind set on stopping at a 
point along the lake and were fortunate 
in finding a delightful spot at Van 
Buren Lodge, which is managed by Mrs.

The route in is 
through Lackawanna and by the im-

Famous American Series 
Officially Announced 





After many rumors had reached the 
philatelic press, the Post Office De- 
partment on July 19 formally announced 
the tentative details of the series of 
stamps “in honor of famous Americans 
who achieved distinction in the arts and 
sciences.” The Postmaster General ex- 
pressed his thanks for the numerous sug- 
gestions from the public and the aid of 
philatelic societies in the selections. Mr. 
Farley stated he believed the list of se- 
lections represented the judgment and 
views of the nation at large. 


Tentative plans call for seven groups 
of five stamps each, the denominations 
in each group to be Ic, 1c, 2c, 3c and 
5c. It was stated that it was considered 
improbable any of the series would ap- 
pear before the early part of 1940. If it 
were found possible, it was promised 
though that one of the groups would be 
issued before the end of the present 
calendar year. 

Only one of the persons named for the 
series has ever before appeared on a 
postage stamp. Jane Addams was de- 
picted on the Turkish 1935 issue com- 
memorating the Women’s Suffrage World 
Congress at Istanbul. The series also 
will be interesting in that it will include 
the first U. S. stamp to portray a Negro, 
Booker T. Washington, the famous edu- 
cator. 


The Department is giving considera- 
tion to the suggestion that the series be 
issued in alphabetical order, which 
would mean the Artists would be first; 
also that the persons in each group 
would be assigned denominations in al- 
phabetical order. Dates of first day 
sale, colors, etc., will be announced later.

Postmaster General James A. Farley 
announced last night, July 20, that he 
had authorized the issuance of a special 
postage stamp commemorating the three 
hundredth anniversary of the introduc- 
tion of printing into the United States. 
The new stamp will be of the three-cent 
denomination, printed in purple ink. It 
will probably be placed on first day sale 
on September 25, 1939, the place to be 
announced later. 

On a press imported from England, 
Stephen Daye, in 1639, in a house of 
the first president of Harvard College, 
produced “The Freeman’s Oath.” This 
first piece of printing produced in this 
country was largely in the interest of 
moral independence in voting and other 
civic duties. Not a single copy of this 
first printing is known to exist today. 
This printing press is now in the Mus- 
eum of Harvard University. 


Martin’s Stamps Stolen 





On Saturday, July 15, the home of 
Donald W. Martin, 511 Caxton Bldg., 
Cleveland, Ohio was burglarized and 
among the material stolen was a small 
black grip containing from two to three 
hundred books of society salesbook type. 
These had orange or blue covers, some 
having owner’s name, others with that 
as well as “Martin’s Sales Service.” All 
the books contained stamps priced by 
their owners for sale. General foreign 
were well represented by one group of 
books, other groups containing British 
Colonies; U. S. Civil War Revenues; 
Coil Stamps; cancellations of 3c 1851, 
1857, 1861; air mail stamps of the 
world and precancels. Also in the grip 
was a package of Ohio stampless covers, 
and an auction record book. 

Mr. Martin states it is believed the 
person stealing the grip was unfamiliar 
with stamps and that these may be of- 
fered in a manner to readily invite 
suspicion. He offers a liberal reward 
for recovery and warns that the material 
may be offered removed from the sales- 
books. Anyone encountering suspicious 
material should contact Mr. Martin, the 
Cleveland Heights Police Department or 
the H. A. McGrath Detective Agency, 
Cleveland, Ohio.

Canadian First Flight 





Early in August the Canadian postal 
service expects the first air mail flight 
from Montreal to Southampton, Eng- 
land, and will apply cachets to mail sent 
via this flight. In addition to a cachet 
for Montreal-Southampton covers, sepa- 
rate cachets will be applied to covers 
from Montreal to Botwood, Newfound- 
land and Montreal to Foynes, Ireland. 

Collectors should carefully prepare 
their covers. Rate of postage to Ire- 
land or England or beyond is 30c per 
half ounce. To Newfoundland the rate 
is 10c if addressed to points within that 
country; but 15c if addressed to points 
in Canada or U. S. All postage must be 
prepaid in Canadian stamps. Registra- 
tion is 10c extra. Collectors may ad- 
dress their covers to themselves at U. S. 
or Canadian addresses but must mark 
the cover clearly in upper left corner to 
indicate which portion of flight the 
cover is intended for such as: “Via First 
Flight Montreal-Southampton.” Covers 
should be sent under cover to the Dis- 
trict Director of Postal Service, Mon- 
treal, P. Q., Canada, in time to reach 
him August 5. Money order should be 
sent for exact amount of postage. Any 
deficiency will be collected at double 
rates, postage due.

U. S. Commemorative 
Stamp Facts 





By Capt. A. C. TOWNSEND 





SUSAN B. ANTHONY 3c 


In July, 1936, the P. O. D. announced 
that in compliance with “thousands of 
requests” a stamp would be issued in 
honor of Miss Anthony, a pioneer leader 
in the movement for woman suffrage and 
a leader in every movement leading to 
equal rights for women in the affairs of 
the nation. Accordingly, a handsome 
stamp was issued on the 16th anniver- 
sary of the 19th Amendment to the Con- 
stitution, which gave women the right to 
vote. 

The 3c Susan B. Anthony was issued 
August 26, 1936, bearing a portrait of 
Miss Anthony from a bust by Adelaide 
Johnson. It is of regular size, deep 
purple, rotary press, perf. 11x10%%4, no 
wmk. Plates 21588-89-90-91 were used 
and the stamp was so popular on account 
of its small size that 200,000,000 were 
finally ordered printed. It appears in 
shades of purple with no major varieties, 
altho stamp No. 1, upper left of plate 
21588 shows a twisted transfer. 

Washington, D. C., was the first day 
of issue city, where 178,500 covers were 
canceled and 782,577 stamps sold.

ing the pages he submitted from the 
magazine “Dynamic America.” We are 
not familiar with that publication, its 
publishers or purposes, but comment on 
this particular article is hard to avoid. 
The title: “The Secret Protocols of the 
Philatelic Legion.” The sub-title: “A 
Sensational Expose of the Dastardly In- 
ternational Conspiracy of the Stamp 
Collectors.” Which should be enough to 
arouse the curiosity of any stamp col- 
lector! 

Since any item written in a humorous 
vein is bound sooner or later to encoun- 
ter some persons whose sense of humor 
is deficient enough to cause them to 
take it seriously, we suppose we should 
hasten to point out that in this article 
stamp collecting merely serves as the 
vehicle for a clever razzing of those of 
our citizenry who are always seeing plot- 
ters for some ism or other behind every 
bush. Rare, as we all know, is the dis- 
aster not charged as being caused by the 
agents of this or that group. These hal- 
lucinations are taken, via philately and 
the “Expose,” for a ride. 

Highlights are such things as alleging 
stamp collectors planned to overthrow 
all governments in order to create rare 
issues; dynamited San Francisco, April 
17, 1906 to destroy a traitor to the 
“cause” (history calls it an earthquake); 
sinking the Titanic to drown a witness 
planning to tell all; causing the stock 
market crash of 1929 thereby hoping to 
start a revolution; and instigating prac- 
tically every change in world history of 
the past 33 years. Silly? Absurd? No 
more so than similar charges advanced 
by supposedly rational persons and ac- 
cepted by many persons as the whole 
truth, though never supported by proof, 
and printed under scare headlines in 
the public press. We only hope that 
unlike the late Invasion from Mars, this 
piece isn’t taken seriously. Mayhap 
we'll all wind up some day before a Dies 
committee —if nothing worse. But if, 
by being used in this manner, stamp col- 
lecting can serve to illustrate how fool- 
ish are most of the fears and charges to 
which too many of our countrymen give 
ready audience; then we can stand the 
risk of becoming accused of being inter- 
national plotters in all seriousness.

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Otto Schultz of Detroit wants to know 
how he can obtain first day covers of the 
Canal Zone (not the U. S. stamp, but 
the Zone’s own issue) and the Republic 
of Panama stamps to commemorate the 
25th anniversary of the Panama Canal. 
The Canal Zone series of six air mails 
were issued on July 15, and 16 stamps 
for ordinary postage will appear August 
15. The 16 will include Ic, 2, 3c, 5c, 6c, 
7c, 8c, 10c, llc, 12c, 14c, 15c, 18c, 20c, 
25c and 50c. Covers will be serviced by 
the Postmaster, Balboa Heights, Canal 
Zone at same conditions as those in the 
U. S. Orders for mint stamps are ac- 
cepted by the Philatelic Agency at same 


address. The stamps are 3644 by 21% 
mm. in size. Panama’s set consists of 17 
stamps. Nine for ordinary postage are: 


Ic, 1c, 2c, 5c, 10c, 12c, 15c, 50c and 1 
balboa. Eight for airmail: 1c, 2c, 5c, 10c, 
15c, 20c, 50c and 1 balboa. Balboa is 
worth about 18c U. S. The official an- 
nouncement made no provision for serv- 
icing first day covers. You can take a 
chance if you choose, but we can hardly 
recommend it. All Panama post offices 
and all Canal Zone offices will sell their 
new issues on the first days, while the 
U. S. 3c will be sold on board the USS 
Charleston. For further details readers 
should see page 331 (March 25), page 
398 (April 22) and page 539 (June 24) 
of past issues of LINN’S, where all the 
details will be found. 





Source of design of the 3c Panama 
Canal stamp was announced July 17 
by the P. O. Dept. The photo of 
Goethals was taken by Ernest Hallen, 
then official photographer for the Isth- 
mian Commission. Theodore Roosevelt’s 
picture was taken by Harris and Ewing, 
photographers with studios in Washing- 
ton. The picture of Gaillard Cut was 
supplied by Canal authorities. The 
steamer shown passing through the cut 
was the Andrea F. Luckenbach and 
the photo was taken when it was enroute 
from the Atlantic to the Pacific on May 
3, 1922. This ship is owned by the 
Luckenbach Lines, operators of coastal 
steamers between Atlantic and Pacific 
ports of the United States via the Pana- 
ma Canal. Because it is the principal 
operator of such service, the picture is 
particularly appropriate. 





A. L. Giannula of Newark, N. J., sub- 
mits a cover from a customer, cover be- 
ing franked with a 1c 1917-19 and a cur- 
rent 2c. The chief reason the lc of the 
old Washington head design, in various 
perfs, but generally the last one (perf. 
11) is found used for postage so fre- 
quently even today, is due to changes 
in postage rates. As late as 1924 sup- 
plies of this 1c design were shipped to 
postmasters, though the stamps of new 
1c design (1922-23 series) had been first 
issued in January of 1923. Such a large 


quantity of the Ic 1917 type was on 
hand at that time that postmasters were 
not permitted to requisition the new 
(1923) design until the old style had 


been sent out. One Ohio postmaster who 
acted as supply officer for a number of 
smaller offices had requisitioned and re- 
ceived a quantity of several hundred 
thousand of the lc just before the cir- 
cular rate was raised by the Act of 
February 28, 1925 to 1%c. All of the 
stamps he received were the 1917 Ic. 
Consequently it took him at least six 
years to use this lot of almost unsale- 
able stock; much of it toward the last 
being used in large blocks and even 
sheets as age was making the sheets fall 
apart and render counting and checking 
difficult. The coil stamps lasted even 
longer at some post offices because this 
item was even slower in sales as the 
general public did not use them any- 
way, their use being confined to firm 
mailings and vending machine operators. 
Booklets of 1c stamps also laid around 
for years, a quantity of the perf. 10 1916 
being found only three or four years ago, 
for instance. With such vast quantities 
around of these old ic, they have had 
slight increases above face value and 
consequently even today we find the 
poorly centered and straight-edged used 
for postage.

CLOSER, PLEASE! 


Not many of the lay get to read a 
wholesale magazine, so when I came 
upon the following article in the July 
World Stamp Market I thought it 
worthy of our consideration: 


Precancels have been hard to sell, 
since the catalogs of them now come 
out so irregularly, but—Adolf Gun- 
esch, Chicago, has found a way to 
boost his sales at small cost: He is- 
sues a “Precancel Handbook,” which 
he sells at 50c per copy, but which 
we understand he gives to his good 
customers. This booklet probably 
costs him just about what he 
charges for it, so he must charge the 
ones he gives away to advertising, 
but—when a hobby is slowing up, 
because the catalog is issued so 
irregularly, then one must do some- 
thing, and Adolf seems to have the 
right idea. When Vic Rotnem used 
to issue the precancel catalog it 
cost him from $1,000 to $1,500 more 
than he realized out of each edition, 
but he was glad to charge it to 
advertising because it enabled him 
to keep up sales, as it was issued 
regularly each year—and there were 
years when precancel sales, alone, 


amounted to over $30,000, and it 
was undoubtedly the regularity of 
the catalog that did the job. 


Comment: About the only right thing 
in the article is the favorable comment 
on Gunesch’s handbook and then he 
leads the reader to believe that Mr. 
Gunesch has just published it when the 
truth is that the edition just released 
is the 8th, and NONE of the editions 
were printed with the intention of taking 
the place of the catalog in any manner, 
but to assist the many newcomers to the 
field in the more technical terms. At the 
time that Rotnem was publishing the 
catalog it’s hard to see just who bought 
$30,000 worth of precancels and where 
they vanished so quickly. For a field 
that is WANING it’s hard to understand 
why within the past few years there 
have been organized almost fifty PRE- 
CANCEL clubs that meet from once a 
month to once a week. I am sure these 
clubs were organized by collectors that 
are interested in what they are collecting 
and were not organized by a frenzied 
few trying to stave off a dying race of 
collectors as Mr. Burns has imagined. 
If Al would just move in closer to the 
fringe of where things go on he would 
most certainly have to change his point 
of view. 





A Contract Fulfilled 
Too Well 





In January, 1866, the Belgian postal 
service issued its then new lc gray 
stamp, primarily designed for newspap- 
ers. At first it was perforated but after 
a couple of months or so it began to ap- 
pear only imperforate, an annoying con- 
dition that persisted for the balance of 
the year. The government had a con- 
tract with the firm of Gonweloos for 
them to perforate at least 500 sheets of 
stamps each day, and if the work was 
satisfactory the government would buy 
the machine after sufficient trial work 
had been done. When the time for pur- 
chase rolled around, one excuse or an- 
other always was offered. The Gon- 
weloos perforator was to cost 2400 francs 
and the government was shopping 
around for one at a lower figure; bar- 
gain hunting which resulted in some 
pained moments for the committee. De 
La Rue & Co. offered a machine for 
1500 francs and the committee promptly 
ordered one. When the machine arrived 
they were unable to determine how to 
use it. 

With more urgency than tact they 
asked Gonweloos to step around and 
show them what was what with their 
pig-in-the-poke purchase. This he did, 


pointing out that the machine was a 
machine to perforate stamps but did not 
have the cylindrical pins attached. De 


La Rue wanted another 8000 francs for 
these, it developed, but the committee 
was shy of such an expenditure. 

Mr. Gonweloos, however, was angry 
at having been “used” and had a very 
satisfactory form of revenge—satisfactory 
only to him. The government was aver- 
aging a daily consumption of a thousand 
sheets of stamps perforated. He noti- 
fied them that hereafter he would supply 
only the minimum required by his con- 
tract—500 sheets. Perforators were 
scarce machines in those days and the 
government had to accept his dictum. 
The one centime stamp was commonest 
used, yet brought in only a petty 
amount of revenue. The government de- 
cided that if any stamps were not to be 
perforated, the 1c was the one to suffer 
the omission. Consequently future ship- 
ments to the Gonweloos perforating 
“factory” were of other values, and pub- 
lishers struggled with imperforate 1 cen- 
time stamps. More than one bitter edi- 
torial of 1866 must have been directed 
at postal officials!

Stopping at the 
post office at St. Louis the day befor 
the Fair was to open in that City, to 
his surprise one clerk had the large 
2-centers for sale already. Mr. Fratche; 
bought a sheet as might be expected, 
but as that was about 20 years befor 
first day covers were really to be Tecog- 
nized, he kept the sheet, except for one 
copy he affixed to an envelope anj 
mailed to himself; the cover described 
above. Upon mentioning his purchase of 
the stamps to stamp clerks at othe 
stamp windows, they expressed surprise 
and wanted to know where he had ob. 
tained them, as the stamps were nt 
supposed to be sold except during the 
period of April 30 to December 1 by 
order of Third Assistant Postmaster 
General Madden. Since commemorative 
were things which appeared only at in. 
tervals of years in those times, stricter 
practices of issuance seem to have pre- 
vailed. For a long time collectors had 
thought this series had been issued on 
April 21, 1904, but no such covers have 
ever been reported and cover catalog 
do not list even April 30 of any of the 
series, though these April 30 dates did 
exist and some must have survived.

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The very warm weather here in New 
York during the past week has not had 
the expected effect of slowing down ac- 
tivity in the philatelic field. Auctions 
were well attended, particularly the most 
recent held by the Uptown Stamp Co.

Bruno Bartel’s latest sale ran three 
days and featured his usual fine items 
and varieties. The prices and attend- 
ance on all three of the sale days were 
very, very good. 





France, her colonies, and her com- 
memorative stamps are leading items of 
discussion here in New York. On the 
heels of the announcement of yet an- 
other French Colonies Commemorative 
set with a face value of nearly 330 
Francs and the new Postal Museum 
stamp comes the news that French col- 
lectors are growing weary of the con- 
stant flow of commems being issued by 
their native land. The usually conserva- 
tive “Echo de la Timbrologie,” leading 
French collector’s journal has issued a 
blast against the government, advocat- 
ing a boycott of all new commems if 
popular pressure upon French legislators 
and French postal authorities will not 
prove sufficient to bring the number of 
commemorative issues per year down to 
some reasonable figure.

You may remember the somewhat 
similar circumstances in Italy a few 
years ago when protests from Italian 
collectors and foreign consumers were 
sufficient to warn postal authorities 
there that it might be wiser to cut down 
on commemorative issues. We hope the 
French officials may be brought to see 
the light without anything so drastic as 
an actual boycott being needed. The 
huge number of French colonies makes 
every new colonial stamp 24 times as 
difficult to acquire in complete sets. 





While we’re on the subject of France, 
her New York World’s Fair sets are be- 
coming increasingly scarce. The scarcity 
is attributed to France’s system of dis- 
tributing stamps to dealers through the 
Collector’s Agency in Paris. The agency 
has never yet succeeded in completely 
filling all orders for stamps. One dealer 
here ordered and paid for 500 sets, re- 
ceived 50 sets and his comments, while 
interesting and highly pertinent are, un- 
fortunately, unprintable. 





Scott’s have recognized the stamps of 
the new German protectorate of Slo- 
vakia. Complete sets of the Slovakia 
overprint issue are very difficut to se- 
cure because only 1,000 copies of the 
10K value which is necessary to com- 
plete the set were printed. 


Philatelic Movies 





The Scott Stamp & Coin Co. was the 
stage and its offices and stamp stock the 
settings for the motion pictures “Public 
Hobby Number One” and “Philateli- 
cally Yours,” both produced by Para- 
mount. The first was expected to be re- 
leased on July 28 and the second at 
some later time. Since many theaters 
do not carry mention of the “shorts” in 
their advertising, collectors in most cit- 
ies can find dates of showings by simply 
asking the managers to notify them. 
Many scenes were taken in the Bureau 
of Engraving and Printing and at the 
Philatelic Agency and other New York 
dealers are featured, too.

Since open house was to be the 
rule, from two to twelve p. m., it was 
necessary that we all be well fortified 
for the day ahead of us and this was 
accomplished to the complete satisfac- 
tion of everyone. 

Even before two o’clock, guests and 
friends of the host and hostess began 
pouring in. In order that the gate 
would not be crashed, several of the 
young ladies of the KenMore Stamp 
Company attended the door with lists 
of invited guests and a _ complete 
checkup after the day was done showed 
a total of 1104 persons who came and 
partook of the refreshment and hospital- 
ity that was evident on every side.

No mention is made here 
of presents for such were not in evidence 
and the few that were given were from 
the most intimate friends and relatives. 
The invitation cards, when sent out, ex- 
pressly reminded invited guests — “Do 
not send flowers, we are both very much 
alive” and “Do not bring presents, we 
are positively crowded for room.” 

The employees of the KenMore Stamp 
Company presented the couple with a 
beautiful placque inscribed with their 
names. 

Needless to say a very tired but happy 
couple must have been glad when they 
closed the doors on the last of their 
guests for this memorable occasion and 
were permitted to retire for a much- 
needed rest. 

Come Monday, we prepared for the 
business part of our trip and a confer- 
ence was held in which matters of policy 
as to the coming KenMore Catalog were 
discussed. Ever since the publication of 
the catalog last winter, plans have been 
under way for production of the third 
edition. The most important decision 
was to publish the catalogue in the fall 
and have it ready for the start of the 
active stamp season. Many changes 
and additions are to be made and we 
might just roughly mention a few of the 
highlights of the coming 1940 Catalogue. 

The book will exceed 350 pages, over 
3000 illustrations are to be included, 
about 60,000 prices of which approxi- 
mately 5000 are new additions and price 
changes. All stamps are priced singly, 
both used and mint. Watermarks are to 
be illustrated. Canada and Newfound- 
land are to be specialized while Great 
Britain is entirely rewritten and will be 
placed in the fore of the book. 

The catalog this year will be offered 
in two types of binding. Either a plas- 
tic spiral type of binding which permits 
the book to lay open flat at any page, 
makes it easy to handle with one hand 
and will retail at 50c postpaid or in 
cloth binding at $1.00 postpaid. 

We understand that orders are now 
being booked and that purchasers will 
also receive regularly the monthly issue 
of their Kenmore Kollector which con- 
tains all price changes and new additions 
to the next catalogue. Delivery is sched- 
uled for September 11, and that means 
that we, the printers, will have to hustle 
through the remainder of these summer 
weeks. 

The editor of the Catalog, Clara Beil- 
man, has done an excellent job of prepa- 
ration of copy and we anticipate little 
difficulty in putting the book through on 
schedule. 

While at Kenmore we enjoyed a visit 
and trip through the plant of the Ni- 
agara Falls Smelting and Refining Cor-

poration of which Ernie Jarvis is Presi- 
dent. Through this inspection the dif- 
ferent processes of the plant were ex- 
plained by H. O. Jarvis and we were 
fortunate enough to see the pouring of 
molten metals from the crucibles that 
are heated in the dozen furnaces in the 
plant. 

Like all good things, such pleasure 
and enjoyment as we enjoyed in Ken- 
more must come to an end and on 
Wednesday we started for Detroit, via 
Canada.

Our first objective 
was Niagara Falls on the Canadian side, 
where we had an excellent view of the 
Horseshoe Falls of Canada, as pictured 
on our own 25c postage stamp of the 
issue just retired. We turned inland 
about noon and after a trip of over 260 
miles arrived in Detroit in time to clean 
off the dust and dirt of travel and enjoy 
a good dinner. 

When in Detroit, one naturally thinks 
of the stamp dealers that are there and 
although there are several we had time 
only to see those that were close in and 
with whom we have been best ac- 
quainted. 

Fred Farnham at 230 David Stott 
Building is right in the heart of the city 
and, although the heat was excessive, 
Fred was able to keep on the job and 
wait on such trade as was able to stand 
the heat. We were pleased to shake 
hands and have a brief chat with Don 
Heath who dropped in for a few min- 
utes. Our next visit was to see that old 
timer of Detroit, Bill Fratcher, who is 
simply swamped with stamps. Bill is 
planning to sell out and retire and is 
spending most of his time in making an 
inventory of stamps on hand. We 
imagine if he has a couple of more years 
time that he might get through with the 
task. Knowing we had work waiting for 
us at home, we planned to slip out of 
Detroit on Friday, the 14th, and arrived 
home safely before dark. 

Always on a trip such as this there is 
so much to see, so many to meet that 
it is difficult to remember all, for cer- 
tainly we could not be expected to do 
any work such as keeping memoranda 
on a vacation trip. We do want to re- 
member, however, that we met our old 
pal, formerly from Columbus, Bob Gers- 
pacher, who is one of the active boys in 
Kenmore Stamp Circles. From time to 
time, we may have more to say about 
this trip as thoughts come to mind. 

Tuesday evening was spent at a meet- 
ing of the Kenmore Stamp Club where 
we renewed acquaintances with many of 
the boys whom we have met on previous 
occasions. 

Elsewhere in this paper are a couple 
pictures snapped at Kenmore and we 
have left it to our Editor to handle 
these with appropriate copy. 

Perhaps this article will be of interest 
to those who are too warm to care much 
about stamps in the summer heat and 
perhaps a lot of you will wonder why we 
have cluttered up the pages of a stamp 
paper with a story of this nature.
